London, Nov. 8.—The British have 


captured the City of Gaza, in Pales- 
tine, the war office announces. 


This British have made an advance 


of nine miles, carrying the whole 
Turkish system of defence in this re- 
gion, and capturing two towns in ad- 
dition to Gaza. 


- The new British offensive in Pales 
tine, which is being prosecuted vig- 
orously now that the oppressive sum- 
mer heat no longer causes enforced 
inactivity is being developed along a 
front eastward from the Mediterrin- 
ean Coast. Gaza is . 30 miles north 
of the Egyptian border, near the 
coast. It is about 30 miles southwest 
of Berresheba, which the British cap- 
tured a few days ago,, and 30 
southwest of Jerusalem.

Washington, IX C., Nov. 8— John 


R. Lee and A. w. Copland pi Detroit, 
Mich., today were named, Members ot 
an official committee erftree of the 
automobile industry to lid the gov- 
ernment in applying the,,energies of 
the industry to the prosecution of 
the war. 


Mr. Lee was named by Henry Ford 


and Mr. Copland by the Motor Acces- 
sories manufacturers. The third mem- 
ber of the tody, wOl ha,»e»pjnted by 
the national automobile chamber of 
•commerce. Gradual conscription ef a 
considerable pan ot the nation's mo- 
tor manufacturing facilities is expect- j 
ed to begin as- soon as details can be , 
worked out. It will be^ttie dnty of j 
the new committee, working with the 
war industry board of the council of j 
national defense, to adapt the indus- 
try to the needs of the government. 


Priority shipment orders already 


have indicated what industries may be 
expected to be called on next. Re- 
strictions on the shipments of mate- 
rials for the manufacture of furniture, 
pianos and pleasure vehicles and the 
construction of theaters and highways 
were placed several weeks ago. The 
army's needs will be the factor in de- 
ciding when other industries will be 
shown how they can do their part. 


Curtailment of the manufacture of 
pleasure cars, involving m it does the 
existence of sales agencies with an 
estimated Investment ot $500,000,000 
scattered through every town and city 
in the United States, is expected to 
be on eot the hardest problems which 
the committee and*, war industries 
board will have to solve.
